LEGISLATIVE FIGHT 
WAGED OVER LAW. 


Gress Holds Act Also 
Fails To Apply To Non- 
Residents Having Prop- 
erty in Georgia. 


Collapse of one of the major pieces 
of legislation enacted by the recent 
general assembly was seen Friday in 
a ruling by Thomas R. Gress, assistant 
attorney general, that the inheritance 
tax law passed by the 1925 legis- 
lature does not repeal the old law, and 
that the old law is, therefore, still 
in effect. 

Giving it as his opinion that it 
is the duty of James A. Dozier. state. 
ax commissioner, to assess and col- 
lect inheritance taxes under provisions 
of the law as it stood at the time of 
the passage of the last act, Mr. Gress 
declared that there is nothing in the 
caption or the body of the act of 
1925 that repeals the previous act. 

Even if the recent act should be 
held by the supreme court to be a 
| Valid piece of legislation, Mr. Gress 
| said that he is of the opinion that 
no inheritance tax whatever could be 
assessed and collected on estates of 
non-residents because the act specif- 
ically states that the tax is to be 
collected from the estate of “any per- 
son who may die a resident of this 
state” and does not. mention none 
residents. 

Limited to Georgians. 

“The language of the act of 1925 
limits the tax to estates of persons who 
may die residents of Georgia, and can- 
not by any sort of reasoning. be 
stretched to include the estates of per- 
sons who may die residents of states 
other than Georgia but who have large 
holding in this state and would be 
subject to the tax were they residents 
of the state,’’ Mr. Gress held. 

Citing the section of the code which 
provides that no law or ordinance shal] 
pass which refers to more than one 
subject matter, or contains matter dif- 
ferent from what is expressed in the 
| Gtle thereof, Mr. Gress ssid that the 
question arises as to whether the act 
approved by the recent assembly con- 
‘tains matter in the body of the act 


different from that contained in the 
|caption. 


| At the time of passage of the act of 


\tax law in Georgia, and the caption 
‘of the recent act contains no reference 
whatever to the existing law, he said. 
‘Therefore any attempt to amend or 
‘repeal the existing law would he abor- 
‘tive, because, he said, such attempted 
repeal or amendment conflicts with

Shenandoah, which was read into the 
record of the court today by MLien- 
tenant Commander C, KE, Rosendahl, 
senior surviving officer. at the di- 
rection of Judge Advocate Foley.

WHEN IS PULMONARY TUBER- 
CULOSIS? 

A young woman was in a “run 
down condition,” whatever that may 
mean. She admitted a slight cough.

A frank correspondent wrote me 


some time ago and asked for a chat 
on the use of different cosmetics, 
especially cold creams. ‘‘Most~ wom- 
en,” she said, “use cold creams hbe- 
cause other women use them and the 
shops display them, but few women 
really know why they use them, or 
what good.they do.”
